Furti«srjaore, 1 suggested, 
that instead there are acts of l e a der ship open to tee Department 
even assuming a shortage of funds for personnel to do the kind of 
Job which they might prefer to do. Such on act of l eader ship 
could tot an intention to prcspo.ee the estetoHshmem; of an lie Sus- 
comlttaa on the subject . While they do not accept these notions 
wholly, they are nonetheless at this time engaged in a f lur ry of 
activ ity .
